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THE SHERLEY AMENDMENT.
FALSE STATEMENTS REGARDING THE CURATIVE PROPERTIES OF PROPRIETARY

MEDICINES HELD TO BE UNLAWFUL.

The Circuit Court of Appeals for the Third Judicial Circuit of the
United States has upheld a decree of forfeiture of a shipment of
"patent medicine" on the ground that the labels contained false and
fraudulent statements regarding the curative effect of the medicine.
The suit was brought under the Sherley amendment. to the United
States pure food and drugs law.
Judge Buffington, in the opinion, said that the purpose of the

Sherley amendment was to "punish false and fraudulent statements
regarding the curative or therapeutic effect" of drugs shipped in
interstate commerce.

POLIOMYELITIS (INFANTILE PARALYSIS).

THE RECENT EPIDEMIC IN NEWARK, N. J.

In the epidemic of poliomyelitis which during the past summer
originated in New York City and spread over the adjacent territory,
perlhaps no city suffered worse than Newark, N. J.
Newark is but a short distance away, and by mneans of excellent

transportation facilities its inhabitants enjoy a very close daily asso-
ciation witlh New York City and its people.

It is perhaps quite clharacteristic of poliomyelitis that othier cities,
such as Jersey City and Hoboken, for example, located even nearer
to New York City and in just as close association with it, should
have suffered comiiparatively lightly from the disease. It is true
that quarantine and other metlhods of handling tlie situation may
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have varied somewhat with these different places, but under our
present conception of the epidemiology of poliomyelitis, it is hardly
conceivable that this variation in methods should have been the
sole cause of such a wide difference in prevalence in the respective
places concerned.

It will be noticed from the tables that the incidence rate per 1,000
population in Newark was a little less than 4. The worst infected
boroughs of New York (ity gave a rate somewhat over 3, while
Hoboken and Jersey City each gave a rate of less than 1.1
The tables and chart herewith presented give an excellent idea of

many features of the epidemic in Newark. These data were all se-

cured from the Newark city health department througlh the courtesy

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of the healtlh officer, Dr. Charles V. Craster, whose kindness is grate-
fully acknowledged.
No attempt has been miiade to collect the last few cases, since the

tables and chart cover essentially the epidemic as it occuirred in New-
ark. The few remaining cases would effect no material change in
any figure. It would be well if some of the tables could be studied
along with a map of the city.
Further comment on the special features of the tables and chart

seems at this time unnecessary. There is nothing very unusual to be
noticed and the epidemic presents in general the characteristics
observed In other such epidemics.

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CASE FATALITY IN TYPHOID. FEVER.
By A. W. FREEMAN, Epidemiologit, United States Public Health Bervice

In view of the present unsatisfactory condition of morbidity regis-
tration in the United States, accurate information regarding the
prevalence of even the most commoh of the preventable diseases is
seldom obtainable. Most statements regarding the prevalence of
such diseases are based upon estimates made by multiplying the
number of deaths registered in any given area by some arbitrary
figure which may or may not repiresent the true ratio of cases to
deaths. In connection with typhoid fever, in particular, there has
always been considerable disagreement as to what factor should be
used to represent the probable ratio of cases to deaths, and various
factors have been used at different times by different authors.

In view of the great importance of typhoid fever as a cause of-mor-
bidity,it seems desirable that all estimates of its prevalence based
upon the mortality of the disease be made as accurate as possible.
For this purpose we have endeavored to collect from the available
sources of information such statistics as might be of value in fixing
t-he average ratio of cases to deaths, and in computing the case
mortality for different age groups. Studies of the age distribution
of typhoid mortality and morbidity are not common in the literature,
and are for the most part confined to the statistics of epidemics.
Whipple 1 gives such a table, comprising 1,008 cases collected by
Reece from a water-borne epidemic, and Newsholme 2 gives a table
derived from the statistics of London, 1896.
In the publication of morbidity statistics in America it is rare to

find any statement of the age distribution of the cases, though the age
distribution of deaths is available for the registration area and for
its significant subdivisions over a considerable period of years. An
exception to the comnmon practice is to be found in the reports of the
Pennsylvania State Health Department, which for the years since
1910 give the age distribution of the reported cases of typhoid fever
as well as of the deaths. The reports for several years prior to 1910
give the age distribution of all cases by five-year periods up to the age
of 50, and the total cases over 50. For the years 1910, 1911, and 1912
(the last year for which statistics are available to the writer), the
cases are distributed by five-year periods up to the age of 60, and the
total for all years above 60 is given. This gives a large body of statis-
tical material, covering a considerable geographic area, a large unit
of population, and a wide variety of conditions. The total reported
cases for the three years is 35,314, and the total number of registered
deaths for the same period 4,918. The gross fatality rate is 13.5 per
cent.

ITyphoid fever; Its Causation, Transmalsdon, and Prevention: G. C. Whipple.
'The Elements of Vital Statistics: Arthur Newsholme.
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The reporting of cases of typhoid fever for the State of Pennsylvania
is probably of average completeness and the registration of deaths
may be regarded as accurate and complete. The error in these sta-
tistics will almost certainly lie in the direction of failure to recognize
and report cases of typhoid fever, and the total fatality rate is,
therefore, in a11 probability too high. There is nio reasoni, however, to
suspect that the failure to report recognized cases affects any one age
period more than anothe r, anid while the ratios of cases to (leaths may
be too low in general, the relation of the fatality irates, aIs between
different age periods, is in all probability approximately correct.
The accompanying table slhows the number of cases of typhoid

fever reported in the State of Pennsylvania and the numiiber of deaths
from typhoid registered, arranged by age periods, for the years 1910,

1911, and 1912, and the totals for the tlhree years, together with the
case fatality per cent and its reciprocal, the number of cases reported
for each death, at each age periodi.
From this table it will be secn that the case fatality at (lifferenlt

age groups shows wide variations. In general the fatality rate is
lowest for the group 5-9, rises through the years of adolesence, and
rises very slowly through the years of maturity until the age of 45,
when the rate takes a slharp turn upward. The high rate for the
ages unider 5 is of great interest. The possibility that this rate is
fictitiously high, due to the greater difficulty in recognizing the dis-
ease in very young children, must be kept in mind.
These facts are slhown graphically in the accompanyinig chlart.

This chart shows the average rate for the three years, for the various
age groups, with a smooth curve joining the points.
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The uses of such a curve are obvious, since by taking the age dis-
tribution of deaths into account and applying the proper factor for
each age group, the probable morbidity for any group of deaths may
be computecd much more accurately than could be done by applying
a single fa'tor to the total. It is manifest that the factor to be used
in computing the morbidity in an orphan asylum, for example, is
very different from that to be used in a like computation in an old
man's home.

It is to be regretted that the material for the computation of a
similar curve for the United States as a whole is not available. A
larger number of cases and deaths would in all probability, through
the elimination of the irregularity of small groups, produce a still
greater approximation to a smooth curve. It is to be hoped that
the increasing volume of morbidity statistics now being accumulated
will be published in such form as to make possible further studies of
the very interesting variations in morbidity and mortality at differ-
ent age periods.

DYSENTERY-LIKE EPIDEMIC.
Alabama-Talladega.

The health officer of Talledega County reports that during pre-
vious years typhoid fever and cases of diarrhea have been rather
common in Talladega, particularly among new comers. Followiing
a change in the water supply from a polluted spring to an artesian
well, the typhoid and diarrhea were greatly reduced in prevalenie.
About October 20, 1916, the present outbreak began with- about 50
new cases each day. These cases were characterized by an acute
onset, a griping pain in the abdomen, diarrhea, and some nausea.
Many had fever and were prostrated. The diarrhea persisted for
from a week to six weeks and frequently reappeared after a few days'
intermission. No deaths appcar to have been due directly to the
condition. On November 30 at least one-fourth of the population
is believed to have been affected. An officer of the Public Health
Service has been detailed to make an investigation.

COURT DECISIONS.

UNITED STATES CIRCUIT COURT OF APPEALS, THIRD CIRCUIT.

Sherley Amendment-" Patent Medicines "-False Statements Regarding
Curative Properties.

ELEVEN GROSS PACKAGES OF DR. WILLIAM S'S PINK PILLS8 V. UINITED STATES.
(M1ay 22, 1916.)

The pturpose of the Sherley amendment to the Fedc-ral pure food and drugs law wrs
to p)tnish. false and fradlulent stat eniuts regardiug tlhe ctirative or thwraleutic
effects of Irugrs or :any of their ingredlients.

If the persoins shipping medic:ines in interstate commerce honestly believe that the
statements on the labels arc true, the nmelicines are not misbranded within the
meaning of the term " misbranded " as defined In the Sherley amendment.

It Is the province of the jury to determine whlether or not statements appearing on
the label of a medicine aret false and whether such statemvnts are made for the
purpose of deceiving the p)ulrchaser.

The jury foiund that statements on the label of a medicine which was shi,)lpd iL Inter-
state commerce were false and were intendedl to convey false imupres:ions relative
to the curative properties of the medicine. The court decided that the medicine was
misbranded, and was liable to forfeiture, under the Sherley amendment to the
Federal pure food and drugs law.

[2.33 Federal Report-r, 71.]

BUFFINGTOIN, Circuit Judge: In the court below the United States filed a libel
to forfeit certain packages of pills. Thereupon the Dr. Williams Medicine Co.
claimed the packages seized, answered the libel, anid the case proceedea to
trial. After a verdict for the plaintiff and a decree of forfeiture, the clailuiant
sued out this wvrit:
The claim of forfeiture is based on an alleged misbranding of the packages

of pills in viol.ationi of an amendment to the food and dIrug^s act, passed August
23, 1912, which provides:
"That for the purposes of this act an article shall also be deemed to be misbranded:

In case of drugs: * * * Third. If its package or label shall bear or contain any
statement, design, or device regarding the curative or therapeutic effect of such article
or any of the ingredients or substances contained therein, which is false and fraudulent."
37 Stat. L., 417; Comp. St. 1913, sec. 8724.

The errors alleged group theim.selves itnlo- rulings on evidence, answers to
points, and exceptions to the court's cl'arge. Witlhouit entering into a discus-
sion of the many refined questions of W'ords, terms, and medical theories witlh
which the general subject is beclouded, we imiay say that to our mind the words
used iln tlhe statute are clear In meaning, and the court below tried the case
on that basis. The purpose of the act was, in the branding of drugs, to punish
false and fraudulent statements regarding the curative or therapeutic effect

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of such drug or any of its ing-redlients. It follows, therefore, the case below
resolved itself into twvo questions: First, wvere the statements regarding the
curative or thierapeutic effects. of these pills false; and, second, were they
fraudulent?

Withiout citing in detail the rulings of the court in admiiitting the evidence,
in answering the points, and in charging the jury, we may say the court
consistently adliered to admitting proof and directing the attention of the jury
in points and charge to the twvo decisive elements of the branding being false
and fraudulent. Limiting- our extracts to locomiiotor ataxia alone, w-e note the
lbranding complained of made the statement that the pills were:

Useful In locomotor ataxia and partial paralysis. * * * This remedy is offered
to the public with full confidence in its efficacy in the treatment of diseases arising
from or dependent upon impoverished blood, * * rheumatism, leuicorrhcea. * * *

These pills are a valuable remedy for * * * sciatica, * * * and have accom-
plished benceicial results in $ * * partial paralysis and locomotor ataxia. * * *

Cases diagnosed as locomotor ataxia and as partial paralysis, and having characteristic
symptoms have shown beneficial results under this tonic treatment, and In the cases
under observation the resulting inprovement has beCen lasting.

The libel alleged that:
These statements were false and fraudulent in this: That they indicated to the pur-

chaser thereof, and created in the minds of the purchasers thereof, the impression and
belief that the said article was a remnedy for, when in fact it was not a remedy for,
locomotor ataxia, partial paralysis [etc.].

And that:
These statements were faIse and fratudulent In this: That they indicated to the

purchaser thereof, and created in the minds of the purchasers thereof, the impression
and belief that the said article was a remedy for, when in fact it was not a remedy for,
partial paralysis, locomotor ataxia, etc., which statements were made with the knowledge
of their falsity. and in reckless and wvanton disregard of their truth or falsity, for the
purpose of defrauding purchasers.
In support of its case, the Governimiient called several witnesses, physicians of

proven ability, knowledge, and experience, wlho testified that thle Pill Would
not, and why it could not, liave any beneficial effects in locomotor ataxia and
the other diseases named. They also testified to the fact that medical opinion
was unanimous in so saying. It was also shown, and all of this without con-
tradUction, that the pill was practically the well-known Blaud pill, used gen-
erally in medical practice. It is complained, however, that the testimony of
these wvitnesses was not competenit, being a muere expression of their personal
opinions or views. But an examination of the proofs shows that the case
was wholly different from one where witnesses were testifying to their personal
views upon a controverted question of opinion. The testimony here was of
fact, namely, that there was general, uncontroverted consensus of opinion. For
example, referring to the effect of these pills, the proofs were:

Q. How about locomotor ataxia? A. Utterly useless. Q. Is there any difference at
all in medical opinion on that point? A. I should say not, as far as I know medical
opinion.. * * Q. Is there anything known to medicine that can have a beneficial
effect upon all these various troubles in one pill? A. No, sir. Q. Is there any difference
of medical opinion on that point? A. None whatever. I think medical oplnion would
be unanimous on that.

In the absence of countervailing proof in suchi matters, it was idanifestly a
question for the jury to determine the fair or fraudulent character of the
branding statement. This question the court left to it, saying:

If they were satisfied " that the pills were Shipped in Interstate commerce, with an
lhonest belief on the part of those responsible for making the statement that they would
do just what was stated on the label they would do, then it would be youir duty to return
a verdict In favor of the defendant."

Referring to such statements, the court further said:
You will take those facts Into consideration, and determine whether or not it was

the intention of this language, interpreting it as an ordinarily Intelligent man would,
on the part of the claimants to convey the imipression that they were to cure or act
as a remedy for the diseases and ailments, even where the language does not directly
say so. If it was the intention to so frame a statement that it conveyed those im-
pressions, and those statements were false, and they are known to be false, or you can
infer the intention to defraud, then it would be your duty to return a verdict in favor
of the Government. If you do not find that intention, of course, you will return a
verdict in favor of the defendant.

So, also, in answer to points, the court said, in substantial accord witl
Cooper v. Sclhlesinger, 111 U. S. 148, 4 Sup. Ct. 360, 28 L. Ed. 382, and Lelhigh
Co., etc., v. Bamford, 150 U. S. 665, 14 Sup. Ct. 219, 37 L. Ed. 12115:

If you find it as a fact that the statements were false, and known to he false, tllen, of
couirse, your verdict would be for the Government. If you find as a fact that they were
not false, or that, being false, there was no intent on the part of the defendant,
whether actual intent or implied intent, to defraud, then your verdict would be for the
claimant.

If you believe from the evidence that any one of the therapeutic claims as to the effect
of these pills upon locomotor ataxia, St. Vitus' dance, sciatica, rheumatism, impotence,
sperniatorrhea, or partial paralysis was false, and was made by the claimant with a
reckless and wanton disregard as to wlhether it was true or false, you may find a verdict
for the Government.

OII the wlhole, we may say the cause 'was properly tried and fairly subnmitted,
tadln findtling no error in the rulings, charge, points, or answers in the court
telow its dlecree is affirmnedl.

WISCONSIN SUPREME COURT.

Sewage Disposal-Pollution of Streams-City Held Liable for Damages.

JOHNS V. CITY OF PLATTEVILLE. (Mlay 29, 1916.)

Suit was brouglht against the city of Platteville, Wis., for damages and to
enjoin the miiaintenance of a niuisance. Tue fatets were stated by the couirt, as
follows:
The defendant city disposes of its sewage by treatiDn the same In septic tanks. Tank

No. 1 is located some distance from plaintiffs' land, and the water discharged from the
tank, referred to as the effluenit, is conduieted through a pipe to a point on tllc public
highway near plaintiffs' property, and there disclharged into Rountree Branch, a small
creek wlhich flows southerly from the place of discharge over the plaintiffs' land. Plain-
tiffs claim that the discharge from the tank renders the water of the stream foul,
contaminated, Impure, poisonous, not fit for domestic use or to be drunk by animals of
any kind; that the deposit from the tank gives risc to noxious, uinwlholesomne, poisonous
smells and stenches, causing great annoyance and discomfort to plaintiffs and their
families. Plaintiffs ask that the discharge of sewage in the manner alleged be de-
clared to be a puiblic nuiisance, and that it be declared to be a private ntuisaiuce, and
[ask] for dlamages, and that the nuisance may l)e abated. The answer of the (lefendatlan'
city denlies the principal allegations of plaintiffs' complaint, alleges that the effluent
is not impure, and that the stream is not contaminated, and that no nuisance exists.
The cause was tried before thje court uithoeit a jury, and the coturt foulld upon all the
Issues in favor of the defendant, and gave judgment directing that plaintiffs' complaint
be dismissed, and from the jud(lgent so entered plaintiffs appeal.

Mr. JTustice Rosenberry quoted fromii Winclhell v. City of Waukesha (110 Wis,
101, 108), as follows:
The right of the riparian owner to the natural flow of water suibstantially unim-

paired In volume and purity is one of great valuie, and which the law nowliere lhas
more persistently recognized and jealously protected than in Wisconsin. Not alone
the strictly private right, but Important public Interests, would be seriously jeopardized
by promiscuous pollution of our streams and lakes. Considerations of esthletic attrac-
tiveness, industrial utility, and ptublic health and comfort are involved. * * * The
great weight of authority, American and English, supports the view that legislativi
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authority to install a sewer system carries no impllcation of authority to create or
maintain a nuisance, and that it matters not whether such nuisance results from
negligence. or from the plan adopted. If such nuisance be created, the same remedics
may be Invoked as if the proprietor were an individual
The testimony was conflicting. The evidence for the plaintiff showel that the

water of the stream was dark alid emitted bad odors, especially in the summer
time. The city introduced an expert witness who testified that in October and
November, 1914, when he examined the stream, conditions were not objec-
tionable. The circuit court apparently accepted the testimony of the expert as
conclusive and gave judgment for the defendant city, but the supreme court
decided that the evidence showed that the water of the stream hlad been con-
taminated and rendered unfit for domestic purposes or for use of stock, and
that a nuisance had been created. The judgment of the lower court was
reversed and the cause was remanded for further proceedings, the circuit court
being directed to assess damages against the city upon the evidencec already
taken, or to take further testimony, as it might determine.
The opinion is reported in full in 157 Northwiestern Reporter, 761.

Dept. of H., Mar. 9, 1915,
as Amended July, 1916.)

1. CoWrolttand nain tcnancc.-Tlie tubetrculosis (1ispensary shall. be iulnder the
lirect conitrol of and financed tlhroilib the following (in or(ler of pr-eferenice):
(a) Time local board of lhealtlh.
(b) The local tuberculosis hospital.
(c) The local general hospitatl's outpatient lel)partlment.
(f4) The local anitituberctilosis as:sociation.
2. Stperrmisioii.-The Stalte (lepartment of hleallthl shlall have suipervis-ion over

all ttuberelosis dispens-aries, through its distrtict health officers, as provided by
clhapter 647' of the acts of 1914, as follows: "Tlhe State inspectors of lhe.alth
(district lhenlthl officers) shall annually make suelh examnination of * * *

lisl)ensaries, botlh public and private, caring- for (liseases (langerous to the public
liealtl, as in the opinioin of the State board (departmenet) of healthllmay be
necessary, and report as to the condlitions and needl.s of suich * * * dis-
penisaries to those responsible for tlhe manageinent of the said institutions.

3. Roowns.-The dispensary shall lhave at least two outside roomns:
(a) Anteroom or waiting room. (This mniay be utsedI in commiiloni witlh otlher

dispensary departments.)
(b) Examiiining room. (Tlhis roommiiiust be reasonably qlliet.)
The rooms of the dispensary shall he well lighted durfitg thlec (lday without the

aild of artificial light, shall be heated comfortably in col(d weatlher, amd shallb1e
kept in a clean and sanitary cond(lition at all timeis.

4. Equipmcnt.-Each dispensary slhall be fuirnislhedl witlh:
(a) A palir of accurate scales.
(b) A desk or filing cabiniet for records.
(c) Record blanks.
(d) E;xamining stools andl couclh or table.
(c) Clinical tlherinomieters.
(f) R1,unning water and adequate toilet facilities.
(g) Facilities for receiving anid transmitting to a laboratory sputum speci-

miens and a supply ofL sputumin containers for distributioni.
(h.) Accessories suclh as: Paper napkins, sputumi clips, etc.; leaflets of (lirec.

tion al(lnadvice; diet lists, etc.
All equipment slhall be kel)t in a clean and sanitary con(lition at all timiies.
5. Scrvice.-All tubercullosis dispensaries slhall be open for at least one lhour

on one day, and on one eveniing per week. Days andi lhours slhall be determined
by the local authorities as seemiis best to fit local needls.

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6. Staff.-Eacli dispensary shall lhave appointed at least one physician and
one nurse, or otherwise qualified tuberculosis worker, both of whom shall be
in constant, regular attendance. The qualifications of physicians, nurses, and
tubereculosis workers so appoinited must be approved by the State department of
health.
Location.-The dispensary shall be reasonably accessible for the citizens wAho

most iieed the services of a dispensary.

VIRGINIA.

Proprietary Medicines, Toilet Articles, etc.-Sale-License Required. (Ch.
523, Act Mar. 24, 1916.)

1. That section 120 of an act entitled "An act to raise revenue for the sup-
port of the government and public free schools, and to pay interest on the
public debt, and to provide a special tax for pensions, as authorized by section
189 of the constitution, approved April 16, 1903, and acts amiiendatory thereof,"
shall be amended and reenacted so as to read as follows:

120. Liccnse to renders of medicines, salves, liniments, etc.-Every person
who slhall sell any patent, proprietary, or domestic medicine, salve, liniment, or
compound of the like kind, or any spices, extracts, toilet articles, and other
articles of like kind, except a licensed merchant at his regular place of busi-
ness, slhall pay a license tax of $125 for each wagon used, which shall be the
only license required of such person for sucl privilege: Provided, That notling
in this act shall be construed to conflict witli or repeal any provision of the acts
passed by the general assembly of 1916 relating to ardent spirits as therein
defined.



MUNICIPAL ORDINANCES, RULES, AND REGULATIONS
PERTAINING TO PUBLIC HEALTH.

BROWNSVILLE, TEX.

Nuisances-Definitions, Prohibition, and Abatement. (Ord. Aug. 28, 1916.)

SECTION 1. That the followving are (lefinedI as and are (leclared to be nuii-
sances, and as suchi are liable to be abated, and the person guilty of causing,
permittiing, or suffering thieimi uponi 1any premiises or in anyl)uilding occuipied
or controlled by him, eitlher as owner or tenanllt, or in any street, alley, sidlewalk,
or gutter immiiiediately a(Ijacent to suchl premiiises, is liable, iupon conviction, to
be finedl as hereinafter prescribed:

(a) All cellars, vaults, drains, pools, cesspools, privies, sewers, yards:, grounds,
or piremiiises wAhich lhave for any cauise become fouil, nauseous, or offenisive, or
injuiriouis to the health, or unipleasant to adcjacenit residents or to persons pass-
ing by.

(b) All carcasses, decaying fleshi, fishi, fowls, or veet-'t4ables, all deposits of
natuire or otlier unwvholesome substances, or flesh of any kind or dlescription
whatever, anti all filthiy or offensive w,ater or slops in any private yard or
premises, or wiheni tlirowVn or condiietedI into or upon any street, altey, public
ground, or any inclosure so as to be uinwliolesomie or offensive, or liable to be-
come unlwhlolesome or offensive.

(c) All privies and ce.sspools that are offensive from ulse, all markets, cellars,
stores-, or othier buil(lings or places wlhiel are not kept clean and fiee fromli
filthiy or uinwhiolesome substances, and all (leposits or suibstances thlat are

offenive or liable to engender disease.
(d) Evei-y tra(le, business, or occupation injurious to the hlealthl or comfort

of those whlo reside in the viciniity, anid any lot or receptacle cointaininig wafter
or slops suffere(d to becomiie stagnant, offensive, or unwlholesome from any cause.

(c) Depositing filtlh or any foul, offensive, nauseous, or injurious substance
upon any sidewalk, street, alley, public tlhoroughfare, or other public place.

(f) Sweeping or (lepositing- any paper, trash, or rubbislh into any drain or
gIUtter.

(g) Sweeping or del)ositing any trash, paper, or rubbislh into any street,
alley, puiblic tlhoroughlfare, or otlher public place and allowing the same to
remain in such place for more than six lhours.

(h) The burning of any hair, leatlher, rags, or any otlher substance of any
kind wlich may cause or produce ani offensive smell, smoke, or odor capable
of annoying persons living in the viciniity or persons passing on any puiblic
thoroughfare in said city.

(i) Defecating or urilnating upon tIme streXets, alleys, or public grouniids or in
any place that iiay be seeni froii a private residlence or by personis passingZ
alonig tIme streets, alleys, or public thorouglhfares.

(j) The establishment, mnaintenance, or carrying on of any slaughterhouse,
buitcher pen, or other place at wlich goats, sheep, hogs, cattle, or other live
stock are slautglhtered or prepared by killing for the market.

(3389)
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(k) To permit or allow any weeds, filth, or rubbish of any kind to remain on
any vacant lot or sidewalk in front or at the side of any premises owned by
him or in the street to the middle thereof, In front of or at the side of any
premises owned or controlled by him or upon any alley to the middle thereof
that may be at the rear or side of any lots owned or controlled by him.

(1) The failure of the owner or possessor of any animal vhich shall die
within the corporate limits of the city to have the carcass of the same removed
to the city dumping grounds within 12 hours after the deatlh of said animal.

(tn) The throwing from any opening in or carrying from any dlwelling or
place of abode any night soil, feces, urine, or filthy or uncleani water upon any
alley, street, or sidewvalk or into any adjoining- property.

(n) The conducting into any alley or gutter of the waste water from any
sinik, tank, bath, or wash rack or any source of water supply that produces
any pools of stagnant water in said alley or gutter.

(o) Any article or substances placed upon any street, sidewalk, alley, gutter,
drain, or public ground, except such as are permitted by the ordinances of the
city, so as to obstruct the same, and throwing of glass, tin, queensware, crock-
ery, or other rubbish into or upon the sidewalks, streets, alleys, public
thoroughfare, commons, drains, and gutters.

(p) Persons found asleep upon the sidewalk or on the streets, alleys, or
public thoroughfares.

(q) The printing, pasting, stitching, or placing of any advertisement, hand-
bill, or placard of any printed, pictured, or written matter upon any pole, lhouse,
wall, building, or fence or other property, private or public, without the
permission of the owner or person in charge thereof.

(r) Any nauseous, foul, or putrid liquors or substances or any liquors or
substances likely to be nauseous, foul, offensive, or putrid, discharged, placed,
thrown, or conducted into or upon any street, alley, public ground, or common,
and the wNrongful casting, throwing, or depositing of any filth, substance, or
thing into any private or public well or cistern.

(s) All gates or doors opening upon any public street or sidewalk, unless
such gates or doors be constructed or hung so as to be self-closing, and the
keeping or leaving open of any cellar or trapdoor or the grating of any vault
in or upon any sidewalk, street, thoroughfare, or public pass way.

(t) The making, keeping, or permitting any uncovered opening or hole in or
across any sidewalk, street, or public thoroughfare, unless the same is suffi-
ciently guarded and protected to insure the safety of all persons passing by,
over, or near the same.

(u) Allowing any privy to become dilapidated or out of repair so as to expose
tz view Its contents or any person within the same. Constructing or keeping
on the premises any privy, the contents whereof are exposed to view or can
be seen from any street or other public place. Discharging the contents of a
privy into any street, alley, public thoroughfare, or other public place, or upon
the premises of any other person.

(v) Any act or thing done or suffered witlin the city limiiits initerfering withl
the enjoyment by any member or members of the community, or any person or
persons who may be therein, of his or their right to be free from foul, noxious,
or offensive, or unpleasant odors and vapors and to breathe fresh air anld to
be free from the sight of foul or offensive objects and substances.

SEC. 2. It shall be the duty of the owner or his agent or the occupant of any
lot, building, or place of any kind in the city of Browvnsville where any nuisance
may exist, or remove, abate, or destroy the same without delay.

SEC. 3. Any person or persons who shall within the limits of the city of
Brownsville cause, create, permit, keep, or otlherwise maintain a nuisance, shall
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be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined in any
sum not more than $100, and each day that said nuisance shall continue shall
constitute a separate offense.

SEC. 4. In all cases arising under the preceding articles of this ordinance
whenever it shall appear to the court trying said cause that the nuisance con-
tinues at the time of conviction the court shall order and adjudge the removal,
abatement, or destruction of suclh nuisance as the case may require, and
shall issue a separate warrant therefor, and the court shall inquire into the
probable cost of such removal, abatement, or destruction and shall tax the costs
thereof against the defendant.

SEC. 5. Whenever any nuisance as herein definedl is founid in any place in this
city, for the removal, abatement, or destruction of wlhichl no mian can be held
liable under the provisions hereof, it shall be the duty of the marshal or city
physician to remove, abate, or destroy the same, or cause the same to be
done, at the expense of the city.

HARRISBURG, PA.

Milk, Milk Products, and Ice Cream-Bacteriological Standard-Infected,
to be Destroyed. (Reg. Bd. of H., Oct. 14, 1916.)

RuL~E No. A. All producers, manufacturers, dealers, or venders of ice cream,
milk, or milk products are hereby prohibited from selling, offering for sale,
or furnishing either ice cream, milk, or milk products, to any one, which con-
tains any colon bacilli or other pathogenic organism, or more than 500,000
bacteria per cubic centimeter.
Any person violating this regulation shall, upon conviction before the mayor

or any alderman of the city, be subject to a fine not exceeding $100, and in
default of payment of such fine shill be imprisoned In the Dauphin County
jail for a period not exceeding 30 days.
RuLE No. B. Wenever any infectious or contagious disease shall have

been caused by the consumption of ice cream, milk, or milk products, the person
or persons furnishing the same to the person infected, shall, upon notice from
the health officer, discontinue furnishing such foods, or either of them, to any
one, except as he, the said health officer, shall deem proper.
RULE No. C. Anyone violating either of these rules and regulations shall,

upon conviction tlhereof before the mayor or any alderman of the city, be fined
$100 for each and every offense, and in default of the payment thereof and
costs of prosecution shall be imprisoned In the jail of Dauphin County for a
period of 30 days; and any ice cream, milk, or milk products from which the
infected sample shall have been taken shall be confiscated and destroyed; and
the person or persons convicted of the violation of either rules or regulations
shall not sell or offer for sale or furnish to anyone any of the articles or foods
herein mentioned without a certificate of the health officer until such time as he,
the said health officer, shall deem proper.
Anyone disobeying the orders of said health officer in this regard shall also,

upon conviction as aforesaid, be subject to a fine of $100 for each and every
offense, and in default of the payment thereof and the costs of prosecution
slhall be imprisoned in the jail of Dauphin County for a period of 30 days.
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NEW YORK, N. Y.

Poliomyelitis-Control-Quarantine-Placarding-.Hospitalization-Entrance
and Departure of Children. (Reg. Dept. of H., Sept. 20, 1916.)

REGULATION 1. Incutbation pcriod.-The incubation period of the disease and
the quarantinie period of children under 16 years of age wwho have been but no
longer are exposed to inifection shall be 14 days.

REG. 2. Qu.arantitc.-In all families where a case of poliomuyelitis has oc-
culrred all thie chiildren unider 16 years (except those who lhave hadl the disease)
shiall be quarantined in the home until two weeks after the termination of the
case by death, renmoval, or recovery. The patient, whether at home or in a
hospital, sh'all be qluarantine(l for eight weeks from the date of the onset of the
disease. No calse in a lhospital slhall be returneed homiie until tlhe qtuarantine is
eni(led.

REG. 3. Plaeards..-All pi-remiises wlhere a case of poliomiyelitis occulrs shall be
lplacarded, the onily exceptions being lhotels and boarding houses, wlicli shall
not be placarded, provide(I the patient is at once removed to the hospital, the
roomii or roonms occulpie(l by the patient immediately renovated in accordance
with the requirements of the bureau of preventable diseases, and Ino quaran-
tinied clhil(ldren remain on the premiiises. In private houses one placard slhall be
.ialixed to the (loor entering the room the patient occupies. In apartment and
teiieneent houses one placard shall be affixed to the door of the apartment oc-
cuipied by the patient. All suclh placards shall be dated and initialed by the
representative of the department who affixes the placards in accordance with
the provisions of this regulation, an(d shall remtain so affixed until the qu.arantine
is terminated an(l thte renovation comiipleted. (As amnenide(d by the board of
hiealth Sept. 26, 1916.)

ItE:G. 4. Itcrtmoralt to hospital.-N( ctase slhall be left at homiie unless tlle follow-
ing condlitionis are complied with:

(a) There m1ust be a physician in daily attendance.
(b) The patient must hlave a special attendant wlho must obey the quarantine

regunlations and( imuiist not do any housework, marketing, or perform any houise-
lhold dluties for otlher mlemiibers of the family. He or slhe may, however, leave the
hlouse, l)rovi(led the necessary precautionis as to personal disinfectioni, etc., are
ohlserved, andl contact vith all clhildreni slhould be avoided.

(e) The patient and the attendant must hlave a room' or rooms separate from
the roosus of otlhers in the famnily.

(d) All the w^iniidows of this room muti-st be screenie(d and all flies in the room
killedl.

(c) The famnily muist lhave a separate toilet for its exclusive use.
(f) Quiarantinie reguilatio'ns miiust be strictly observedbly the patienit andl the

ctlier clhildrein of the family, if any. Wlhen the disease occurs in tlle premises
of famiilies of food handlers, the employ menit of suclh person or personis at this
occipation is forbidden, uniiless they ocecupy entirely separate apartments for a
l)eriod of two weeks after the remioval, recovery, or death of the patient.

(g) The personal and bed linenl of thie. pa;tent m11ust be properly disilnfected
..nd, after removal, recovery, or deathl of the patienit, coInplete renovation of the
rooi-ns or rooms occIupied by the patient and attendant shall he required.

REG. 5. Vi.sitors to hospitals.-Each case may be visited twice duirilng its stay
in the hospital by a parent or guardian. If the chiild is critically ill, tile
guiardian or parent will be notifie(d and will be permiiitted to visit daily, whlile
clilid is dangerously ill. Iniformation relative to con(dition is given out at the
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information desk in eaclh hospital, or by telephone in response to telephone
iniquiry from the parent or guardian.

REG. 6. Certificates for childrcn leabing the city.-The department of health
of the city of New York does not require certificates of anyone leaving or enter-
ing the city. It issues certificates only as a convenience and aid to persons
leaving the city. None are issued to persons passing through the city.

Suclh certificates state that the persons or family therein named have not re-
sided in a hiouse where a case of poliomyelitis has occurred. The applicant
nust sign a request for the certificate. They are refused to persons who live
in a house wlhere a case of ifinitile paralysis has occurred, or who present
symptoms of the said disease.
The certificates are good, only until midniglht of the following day, except

when issuedl on a Saturday or on the day preceding a holiday, wlhen they are
good until midnighlt of the second(I following day.
REG. 7. Return of cases of Volkulftyclitis to Ncwv York City.-Cases of polio-

iiyelitis occurring in residenits of Newv York City who are temporarily residing
outside the city, and developing witlin twvo weeks of the time of leaving the city,
.Ohall bee permitted to returIn: Prorided, (a) A private conveyance (private car,
private automobile, carriage, or amibulance) is used, and (b) the patient goes
direct to a hospital authorized by the departtment of hiealtlh to care for cases of
poliomyelitis.

Cases in wliclh the oiiset of the (lisease occurs two weeks or more after leav-
ing the city may not return to NeNv York City until eight weeks from the date
of oniset of the disease. But in special cases, where proper medical, surgical,
nursing care is not obtfainable, patients may be brought back to the city in a
private conveyance, provi(de(l they go directly to a private hospital authorized
by the department of health to receive cases of poliomyelitis.

REG. S. Rctuzrn of childrcn wh.ho harc becen cxposed to poliolycelitis to New
York City.-Children unider 16 ouitside of New York City who liave been ex-
po.sed to infection witlh poliomyelitis withinl two weeks may return to the city
under the follo*ing conditionis:

(a) They must comiie by private conveyanice and must go direct to their homes.
(b) Advance niotice must be sent, and authorization obtained, by telephone,

by the local health officer. Such notice must give the name and age of each
clhild, together with the idenitified address, including the floor, and the latest
date of exposure to infection, and must be followed immediately by a written
notice.

(c) Suclh clhildren slhall be promptly visited at their lhomes by a representative
of the department of lhealthl and instructed as to nature and duration of quaran-
tine. They must not leave the premises uintil two weeks have elapsed from the
(late of last exposure to infection.

(d) The premises shall Inot be placarded, but the children slhall be visited at
regular intervals, and should quaranitinie be violated the parents or guardians
shall be summoned to coturt and fined.

PROCEDURES.

Dutics of inspcetors.-Cases reported by physicians, nurses, social workers
and other citizens shall be visited at once by inspector, whether such report
requests removal of the case to a hospital or not. Attending physicians to the
department of health hiospitals, hiowever, may admit cases direct without in-
spectors' visits.
The Janitor of the buildling in wvhicli a case of poliomyelitis occurs, or his or

lher representative, shall be seen in every instance by the inspector and notified
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that lhe or she will be hield personally responsible by the department of health
for failure to report any breaclh of the quarantine regulations or tlle removal or
defacement of the placards placed oni the building.

If the inspector makes or confirins the diagniosis of poliomyelitis, the borough
office of the department shall be notified. Such borough office shall, if renloval
of patient is recommended, suimmuon an amiibulance. In every case the inspector
shalll leave w^itlh the person in charge or control of the patient a hospital admis-
sion slip or card, properly and fully fille(d out and signed. Wlhere a case is
permitted to remain at lhome, the inspector shalll give full instructions to the
family.
Cases of questionable diagnosis miuist be seen, at once, in consultation, with

the borouighl or clief diagnostician, and wlieniever requiired a spinal punieture
sliall be muinde fand a laboratory report suiblmitted by the staff of the research
laboratory. Cases wvitlh positive laboratory find(inlgs wvill be colnsidered as
poliomnyeiitis, regardless of clinical signs. A full hiistory must be recorded oni a
special card (Formil 316-N) for each assignment covere(d by inspectors.

Ditties of viirses.-Nurses slhall visit every case reported to instruct the
famiijily regarding quarantine, an1(d every otlher faumily in the houslse:

(a) That there is a case of this (lisease in the house.
(b) That the otlher clhil(dreni of the family in wlich the disease lhas occurred

slhall be, quarantined, and tlhat, slhouild they fail to observe qu.arantine, that
fact sloutld be immiiiie(liately reported to the department of health, wlven steps
shall be taken to enforce quarantinle i)y a summnions to court.

(c) Regar(ding- lhoiie cleanlinies;s, personal lhyienie, and dan-tger of inifection
by flies, anid otlher genieral measures which shoulld be taken to lprevent infection.

(d) To report tat once to the department any cases of suspicious illness of
children, or any cases of poliomyelitis, especially if tlhere is no physician in
attendance.
A culrrent hiistory (Form 304-V) must be kept by the nurse for every case,

-iving- dates- of visits, action taken, and date and modle of termination.
Nurses mnuist see the janitor or lis or lier representtative on first visit and

repeat the inistruictionis given by the inspector.
Patients remiiainiing at hlome, and families witlh quarantined clhildren, shiall be

visited daily, or more often if necessary, by a inurse or patrolman for the pur-
pose of ascertalining,i whletlher or not the regulations governing the maintenance
of quarantinie are being comIi)lied with. After removal, recovery, or delalth of
the patieiit, nurses shiall issuie renovation notices aind ialiake suibsequienit reihspec-
tions uintil the ternms of suichl notices have been complied withl.

DittiCs of sanitary police.-Sanitary police officers shall visit quarantined
premises frequently, daily if necessary, to enforce quarantine of patient and
otlher chlildren in the family and to affix or replace placards. If quarantine
regulations are violated, they are autlhorize(d to serve a summons uipon the
person responsible tlherefor.

DIutics of (ailblfhltCe surgconis.-All cases ordere(d remiioved to the hospital
miul.st l)e remnoved by the ambulance suirgeon without question, with the fol-
lowing exceptions, in each of wlvichi the amibulance surgeon must first obtain
teleplhonie authorization froml the resident physiciuan of hlis hlospital, to leave
the case at lhomiie:

(a) Wlheni removal wouild endanger life of clhild (bulbar cases).
(b) Whieii faimily physician can show that requirements will be met at once

(or withliln 12 lhours).
Douibtful andmidrxed infection cases must be remoloved by themselves in a

separate ambulance.
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In every case ambulance surgeons must leave a card wvith parents, giving
namne aned address of lhospital to which patient is taken. If inspector has not
left admission slip, surgeon must make out same.

PROVIDENCE, R. I.

Zones of Quiet-Establishment. (Ord. Oct. 23, 1916.)

SECTLON 1. Thlere is lhereby create(d and establisliedl a zone of quiet in all
territory witlhin 300 feet of every lhospital regularly maintaining beds for 15
or mioirle patients in the city of Providence.

SEC. 2. The commissioner of public works sllall place land mnaintain at such
conspicuious places as he shall tdeterminie witliiii or ilmmedliately adjacent to
suclh territory a sign or signs displaying the words: " Notice. Hospital.
Quiet zone."

SEc. 3. No person, firmi, or corporatioIn slhall mnake, catuse to be mnade, or
permnit to be made by anly person, animal, or object under his or its control or
authority any unnecessary noise within anIy suchi quiet zone.

SEC. 4. Any person violating the provisions of this ordinanee shall be pun-
sliedl by a finc niot ex;ceeding- $20 for eaclh offense.

ST. PAUL, MINN.

Weeds-More Than One Foot High Prohibited. (Ord. 3762, Aug. 15, 1916.)

SECTMON I. The mord "weeds" as uised in this ordinance shall be construed
to mean and include not only such noxious weeds as are enumerated in chap-
ter 37 of the general statutes of the State of Minnesota for the year 1913, but
also such useless and troublesome plants as are commonly known as weeds to
the general puiblic. The Nvord " weeds" shall also be construed to mean all
ranik vegetable growtlh which exhales unpleasant or noxious odors, and also
hiiglh anid ranik vegetable growth that may conceal filthy deposits.

SEC. 2. It shiall be, and is hereby, declared to be unlawful for any owner,
lessee, or occupant, or aniy agent, servant, representative, or employee of any
such owner,. le--see, or occupanit haviDg control of any lot or parcel of land in
the city of St. P'aul to allow or permit any weeds to go to seed thereon or on
any part thereof.

SEC. 3. It shall lbe, and is hereby, declared to be unlawful for any owner,
lessee, or occupant, or any agent, represenitative, or employee of such owner,
lessee, or occupant having control of any lot or parcel of land in the city of St.
Paul to allow, permiiit, or maintain any growth of veeds thereon to a height
exceeeding 1 foot.

SEc. 4. Wlhen any condlitions exist on any lot or parcel of land in the city of
St. Paul violative of the provsionis of section 1 or section 2 hereof, it shall be
the duty of the lhealth officer of the city to serve, or cause to be served, a notice
upon the owiner, lessee, or occupant of such lot or paircel of land resident within
the city of St. Paul, or ulpon hIs agent, emllployee, or representative having charge
or control of suchl lot or parcel of land, requiring the said owner, occupant, or
lessee to abate or remnove the weeds existing upon such lot or parcel of land
wvitliin six days after the service of sucli notice upon hiim, and any owner, lessee,
or occupant, or agent, enmployee, or representative of suclh owner, lessee, or
occupant havinglcharge or control of any such lot or parcel of land who fails
to abate, ctt, or remoove the said weeds within the time specified in the said
notice shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be
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punishe(d by a fine of not more than $100, or by Imprisonment for not exceeding
90 days.

SEC. 5. In case there is no ownier, lessee, or occupant, or agent or representa-
tive of suclh owiner, lessee, or occupant within the city of St. Paul, the notice
provided for in the preceding section may be servel by postinig the stlle lpoll
the premiises, or by publislilng the same once in the official papr)e of the city.

SAN ANTONIO, TEX.

Milk and Milk Products-Sale-Permit and License Tags. (Ord. Oct. 26,
1916.)

Section 31 of the orldinance adopted Decemiiber 14, 1914, relatin"g tc the pro-
duction andl sale of milk was amended to read as follows:

SEC. 3. (a) F"ee for pcrmnit.-A fee of $1 shiall be paidl to and collected by the
licenlse and (Ilies collector of the city' of Stan AnItoniio for each aii(l every permit
issuedl uii(ler tlie provisions of this or(liiiice, which permit shall also entitle
the p)ersoi, association of persons, firmIi or corporationi named thiereiii to a
license tag for onie vehicle used or to be u;sedI in the trtainsportation of milk and
its lroducts withini the city of Sain Anitonlio.

(b) Pcc fo) liccnsc tag.-AX fee of 235 cenits shlall be paid to and collected by the
license and (lues collector of the city of San Anitonio for e"ach anid( every addi-
iionIal liceiise taig, it beinlg hereby requiire(d of the person, association of persons,
firin or corporation nan;ed in suclh perimiit to procure a license tag for each
and every additional vehicle that m-iay be used for the traniisportation of imiilk
aid its pro(diuets within this city; and all licenise tags shiall be good anld effective
for the same 1perio(d of timile as the permit lhereinibefore referred to.

(e) Lach rchicle to haveC licenisc tag displayed.-No vehicle shiall be use(l for
the pirpomses of any business so licensed unless suchi velhicle shiall lhave seeiuely
fastened to it aind( prominently displayed oni the side of the beed or box tihereof
the licenise tag lhereinbefore provided for and requiired.

SCHENECTADY, N. Y.

Milk and Cream-Cleaning and Sterilization of Receptacles-Pasteurization.
(Reg. Bd. of H., June 1, 1916.)

RUtLE 2. Sutiibdivision #3. On nind a.fter Juiie 1, 1917, al11 bottles antl callns; ilmuist
be thorough,bly w%vashed in lhot water an(d sterilized w-ithi live steam in a mannier
satisfactotry to the bureau of health.

UtiLcE 14. Oni and after Jtiiie 1, 191i, all mnfilk andi creamii sold, offere(d for sale,
oir delivered in the city of Schlenectadly, wvitli the exception of certified mliilk,
shl.il be pasteuirized accor(ding- to regulation 12 of time State Sanitary Code,
chapter 3, mlilk and cream.

All pasteurizing equipment and methiods shiall be approved by the Schie-
nectady Bureau of Health. Eacih pasteurizing apparatus shall be eqliippedl
with a time anid temperature recordiing apparatus an(l records froiii s.aImne shall
be filed wviti the bureau of health weekly.

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TACOMA, WASH.

Plague-Prevention-Rat Proofing of Buildings. (Ord. 6489, Nov. 8, 1916.)

SECTION 1. The foundation walls of all buildings lhereafter erected in the
city of Tacoma built less than 18 inches above the level of the ground at all
points, slhall be of concrete or of brick or stone laid in cement or miortar, or of
some other equally good rat-proofing material. The walls, if constructed of
concrete, shall be not less than 6 inches thick, and if constructed of brick or
stone, not less than 8 inches thick. Such walls shall extend around the entire
area to be occupied by the building and below the surface of the ground to a
depth of at least 18 inches. Any building in which foodstuffs of any kind,
whletlher for man or animals, are to be stored or offered for sale, shall have
the full floor area covered by concrete not less than 3 inches tlhick, and all floors
which are situated below the level of the lowest street on which the building im-
pinges shall be similarly covered by a layer of concrete not less than 3 inches
thlick.

SEc. 2. No permit slhall be issued by the building inspector of the city of
Tacoma for tlle construction of any building or for the alteration or repair of
any building unless provision shall have been made in the plans therefor for the
proper rat-proofing of the same as provided in this ordinance: Provided, hov-
cvc), That wlhen the cost of such alterations or repairs shall be less than 40
per cenit of the cost of the building being altered or repaired, such provision in
said plans may be wvaived by the city council when in their opinion the same is
unnecessary or impracticable: Aind provided fut-ther, That this ordinance shall
not apply to buildings used exclusively as garages.

SEC. 3. Any person, firm, or corporation violating any of the provisions of
this ordinance shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined in any sum not exceeding
$100, or imprisoned in the city jail for a period not exceeding 30 days.

SEC. 4. Ordinance No. 6083,1 passed April 7, 1915, and all other ordinances or
parts of ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby repealed.

Foodstuffs-Employees-Health Certificates Required. (Ord. 6429, Aug. 23,
1916.)

SECTION 1. That section 12 of ordinance NTo. 4913, entitled "An ordinance to
establish and enforce complialnce with sanitary regulations in all places in the
city of Tacoma where food for human beings is manufactured, kept, prepared,
or sold; to provide penalties for the violation of the provisions of this ordi-
nance, and to repeal ordinances Nos. 3610 and 4208," as amended by ordinance
No. 6078, be, and the same is hereby, amended so as to read as follows:

SEC. 12. It shall be unlawful for any person afflicted with any contagious or
infectious disease, such as typhus, typhoid, ship, or yellow fever, Asiatic
cholera, diphtheria, smallpox, or membranous croup, scarlet fever, measles,
Germanl measles, whooping cough, munmps, chicken-pox, cerebrospinal menin-
g.itis, bubonic plague, tuberculosis, or any venereal disease, or who shall suspect
that' he has any of the above-mentioned diseases, or who has chronic bronchitis,
asthmna, or any rash or skin trouble, or in whose place of residence any con-
tagious or infectious disease exists, to work or to be employedl in, or for any
personl to employ such person, in or about any place where food products are
mnaniufactured or prepared for food, or is sold or offered for sale, during the
time said disease exists, or thereafter until the health officer shall issue a

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certificate that there is nio danger from employment of said person In such
establishment. It shall be uulawful for any personl to work or be employed
in any bakery, kitchen, can(ly kitchen, or confectionery unless he shall furnisl
aiun l)Iplce oni file withini 48 hours from date of emiployment, with the person
in charge of such establishmiienit, a certificate issuea by the health officer, with-
out charge, certifying that such person has beeni examined and that there is nio
dliiger from the emuplo ment of suich person. Such certificate shall be at all
tiinies liept on file in the office of the employer of such person and open for
inspection at all reasoniable hours by the pure-food inspector, and if at any
timiie any inifectious or contagious disease, rash, or skin trouible shall appear,
the puire-foodl inspiector shall hlave the authority to at onice ex;clude suchl pers-on
froimi the establisb,hmnent -here employed. and it shall be unlawful for fany
l,erson so excluded to return to work or for the employer to allow such person
so afiffected to work in his estaublishmenit, so long as said person is affectedl
with any contagious or inifectious disease, rash, or skini troub)le. It shall be
the duity of each emiiployee in any bakery, restauralint, candy kitchlen, or Coll-
fectionery to furnlislh to his employer, or ierson in char;ge of the above-namned
estab)lislihinent.s, such certificate of health anniually.
